INDUSTRIALS LOWER.

The thirty-ninth annual general meeting of 
roprietors was held yesterday at Winchester 

ouse, Ol! Broad street, London, E. C., 

J. A. Goudge, C.B.E., presiding. 

The Chairman said that Mr. R. J. Hose 
(the Chairman of the Bank) had asked him 
to read the address he had prépared, owing 
to temporary loss of his voice. He pro- 
ceeded to read the speech as follows :— 

When I addressed you a year ago I had to 
refer to the unprecedented labour crisis 
through which we had then passed, and 
which had caused such a severe set-back in 
the economic situation of this country. The 
general strike might perhaps be regarded as 
the almost inevitable climax of the period of 
acute unrest and readjustment following upon 
the war. If so, it is all to the good that it 
should have been tried and its fallacies ex- 
posed, for there is evidence that view-points 
have since been modified more in accordance 
with economic realities, and, in general, there 
are now indications of a desire on the part 
of labour to co-operate constructively “with 
capital .in seeking a solution of industrial 
problems—a movement which is undoubtedly 
strengthened by the prominence which is 
being given to schemes of co-partnership, 

Considering the ( tent of the disorganisa- 
tion of our export trade last year, the 
measure of recovery since attained has been 
fairly substantial. Nevertheless, the situa- 
tion of our basic industries remains difficult 
and although the number of unemployed shows 
a substantial decrease from the high level 
of a year ago, the figure representing those 
disengaged in industry and dependent upon 
the public funds is still so large as to con- 
stitute a grave problem in the present finan- 
cial situation of the country. The excess of 
visible imports over exports, although tend- 
ing to decline, is still 1 hea vy, and 
the need of an early betterment of this posi- 
tion, so as to readjust our balance of inter- 
national payments, can hardly be over- 
emphasised. 

RECAPTURING OLD AND CREATING 
NEW MARKETS. 
Presupposing a period of peace in industry, 
during which all parties will work together 
for the recovery of our vital export trade in 
an atmosphere of sympathy engendered by 
recognition of the interdependence of their 
mterests, there still remain other aspects of 
the problem of recapturing old markets and 
finding new outlets for our manufactures. 
Speaking only in regard to Latin America, 
much would be accomplished by a closer 
study by British exporters of market con- 
ditions there. Insufficient attention has 
perhaps been paid on this side to the con- 
siderable growth in Latin American countries 
of newly-formed manufacturing industries. 
which those nations have shown a natural 
tendency to foster by means of protective 
tariffs. At the present time competition in 
Latin American markets is extremely keen, 
and not infrequently price considerations 
weigh more heavily than those of quality. 
Our competitors, particularly those from the 
United States, have established sales organi- 
sations at an extremely high level of 
efficiency, accompanied by intensive and 
continuous propaganda, and these are 
methods which British exporters cannot afford 

to neglect. 

DEVELOPMENT OF LATIN AMERICA. 

The natural wealth of Latin American 
countries is as yet little developed. The 
development of Latin America in the years 
preceding the war was due in preponderating 
measure to the huge investments of British 
capital, and to British enterprise, which 
forged links of sympathy of a lasting nature. 
During recent years, however, the very sharp 
competition encountered by British exporters 
has unquestionably been intensified by the 
readiness with which the Latin American 
countries have been able to obtain loan ac- 
commodation elsewhere than in London. In 
present circumstances the necessity of main- 
taining British national revenue is admitted, 
but where, upon examination, a loan to a 
foreign borrower might be definitely ex- 
pected—as is, indeed, Frequently the case—to 
result in an. increase in British trade, thereby 
yielding income to an extent calculated to 
counterbalance remission of stamp duty, the 
question of such remission well merits the 
attention of the authorities. 

STABILISING EXCHANGES. 

It is of paramount importance to the future 
development of Latin America that the in- 
ward — of capital from abroad should be 
uninterruptedly maintained in proportion to 
the economic capacity of the borrowing 
nations, and it ts of equal importance to the 
investing public that their capital placed 
abroad should be fully protected. In this 
respect, it is a matter for congratulation that 
measures have beer taken in Latin America 
to afford definite assurance to would-be lenders 
in one important direction by the almost 
general adoption of means of stabilising eur - 
rencies upon a lasting basis, thereby obviat- 
ing depreciation’ of capital on account of 
lower exchange values. Whilst on this sub- 
lect, the Brazilian authorities are to 
elicitated on the success which has attended 
their Loan during the past week, which will 
enable them to take important steps for 
making effective the terms of the official 
decree promulgated in December last, which 
provided for the establishment of Braziljan 
currency upon a gold basis. 

ARGENTINA. 

Developments this year in Argentina have 
been of a nature testifying strongly to the 
great recuperative power of the country, for 
there commenced at the end of last year a 

riod characterised by recovery on a re- 
markable scale, the chief factor having beer 


linseed. The total tonnage of all grain 
shipped in the first eight months of 1927 has 
surpassed by a wide margin all previous 
records for the period, and there would 
appear every prospect of the year closing with 
an excess of visible exports ane among 
the highest recorded in the Republic’s bis- 
tory. In view of the circumstances arising 
from the appreciation in the value of the 
peso, shipments of gold were made to Argen- 
tina from certain quarters, chiefly South 
Africa, , to a smaller from 
London. On 27th August last the 
Argentine Government re-opened the 
Caja De Conversion for the delivery of 
gold in exchange for paper currency, which 
had been suspended since August, 1914. This 
prompt decision to re-enter the ranks of the 
nations whose currencies are based upon a 
full gold standard is one upon which the 
Argentine authorities are sincerely to be con- 
gratulated, and may be regarded as the 
culminating point in the strengthening of 
the Nepublic's general economic position. 

In all the circumstances the outlook ip 
Argentina may be regarded with optimism. 
Once the period of adjustment of internal 
rice levels to the international gold parity 

sis has been passed, the inherent strength 
of the Republic’s economic position should 
lead to a definite increase in import trade 
upon a sound basis. Meanwhile, industry is 
free from labour troubles; unemployment is 
non-existent, and the country enjoys the 
benefits of very stable and progressive 
administration, 

NITRATE INDUSTRY. 

In view of the situation in the nitrate cf 
soda industry it was only to be expected hat 
business conditions in Chile should prove 
somewhat unsatisfactory in 1926, and that 
there should have been a shrinkage in the 
total value of foreign trade. Nevertheless, 
exchange has n maintained at just over 
the parity value of 6d., thus proving the 
bonellt to the Republic of the New Central 
Rank. The nitrate yvear—July, 1926-June, 
1927— was, on the whole, the most difficult

POWER RESOURCES. 


NEED OF EDUCATING PEOPLE 


IN USE OF ELECTRICITY. 


Sir John Griffith, who presided, said that 
they were there that day to learn about an 
association whose object was to stimulate the 
uses of electricity, the development of which 
was an obsession with himself. For two years 
he had worked with Mr. Kettle on the sub- 
committee which had inquired into the water- 
power resources of Ireland in 1918. That 
Committee found that 500,000 water horse- 

wer was available continuously, and could 
a“ economically developed in Ireland. That 
was equivalent to the power which could be 
generated by the annual consumption of 
7,500,000,000 tons of coal. 6 

Time and the funds at the disposal of the 
Committee only allowed of the preparation of 
detailed schemes lor the Rivers 
Shannon, Erne and Liffey. That Committee 
was representative of Northern and Southern 
Ireland and of the public and professional 
interests of the country, without political or 
religious distinction. The fact that the report 
was unanimous made its findings worthy of 
— consideration and study of all lovers of 
Ireland. 

THE SHANNON SCHEME. 

It was common knowledge, said Sir John, 
that he did not approve of the Government 
policy of limiting the source of electricity for 
the Free State to the Shannon. The fact, 
however, that this scheme had been adopted 
by the State, and that millions of money 
would be spent before any revenue could be 
derived from its use, made it incumbent upon 
all who desired the prosperity of Ireland 4 to 
utilise that power when it was generated in 
the most efficient and economical manner. 
His belief was that this could only be done 
by supplying power at such a price that it 
would attract customers, even if for a period 
of years the taxpayers of the country at large 
should be called upon to balance the account. 

He congratulated the Government and the 
country on the selection of Mr. J. J. Murphy, 
ex-Town Clerk of Dublin, as Chairman of the 
Electricity Supply Board. Mr. Murphy's 
record in connection with the finances of the 
city gave assurance that, if he were given a 
‘ree hand, the best would be done in the 
interests of the Shannon scheme and the 
country, 

i UTILISING THE OUTPUT. 

Every effort, continued Sir John, should be 
made to utilise the total output which could 
be supplied by the authorised Shannon scheme 
as quickly as possible, and, when this was 
Cone, to embark on some of the other sources 
oi supply which were known to be more 
eficient within their economic radius.

DOCTORS AND ELECTRICITY. 

In order to make any substantial progress, 
it is essential that we should secure the co- 
operation of the medical profession—which is 
represented here. to-day by several eminent 
men—and of the architects.

VALUE OF RADIO-THERAPY. 


Surgeon J. S. McArdle gave a short sketch 
of what electricity had done for the medical 
and surgical professions within the past 
twenty years. The discovery of the X-rays 
by Dr. Réntgen had revolutionised modern 
surgery, and rendered easy and successful 
operations which would have been impossible 
a quarter of a century ago. 

ith Réntgen’s discovery had come the 
rapid development of radio-therapy. Now, in 
the hands of a capable radiologist, electricity 
could stop surface cancer almost imme- 
diately. ot only that; but it was possible 
to take up the human heart, operate upon 
it, and restore it to its place, and so ‘save 
the patient's life. ee 

It was the discovery of electricity which 
had made such an operation possible. It 
had done wonders for the surgeon, not only 
by allowing him to see to within the one- 
thousandth part of an inch the seat of in- 
ternal trouble, but providing him with elec: 
trical drills and saws by which the most 
delicate operations were successfully per- 
formed, as 8 from the crude 
operations of the past. 

Ps DEVELOPMENT OF INDUSTRIES. 

Mr. J. J. Murphy, Chairman of the Elec- 
trical Supply Board, said that he personally 
welcomed every assistance from those en- 

aged in the electrical supply industry. 
He understood that the consumption per head 
of the population of electricity even in Dublin 
was but a small fraction of that which was 
used in other countries. He saw no reason 
why, when the Shannon scheme was developed, 
ireland should not be worked up to the same 
or a higher pitch of electrical development as 
those other countries. 

He was glad to see that an effort was bein 
made to enlist the assistance of the women o 
Ireland in this campaign; for that assistance 
would be invaluable, and, if they brought 
about the general use of electricity in the 
home, they would save the country an 
enormous coal bill. 

He was optimist enough to think that the 
Shannon eme would have an immense 
influence in improving the industries of the 
country.

TRADE DISPUTES BILL. 
The Attorney-General (Mr. A. B. Babing- 
ton) moved the second reading of the Trade 
Disputes and Trade Unions Bill, which, he 


said, was intended. to extend to Northern 


Ireland the provisions of the Trade Disputes 
and Trade Baan Act which became law in 
Great Britain in July last, with such minor 
modifications as were rendered necessary by 
their separate jurisdiction. The Imperial Act 
did not apply to Northern Ireland, except in 
the case of a certain number of civil servants 
employed in the administration of the 
reserved services. The Government had given 
very careful thought to the preparation of the 
bill, and had decided to follow closely the 
aie ar of the British Ast, ines in we 
ion to its main purpose—n y, to prohibit 
strikes and lock-outs designed to A the 
Government —altered and amended the law in 
relation to industrial disputes and trade 
unions in several particulars. One was in 
respect of what has been known since 1906 as 
“ peaceful picketing,’’ and in connection with 
which there would be a new definition of 
intimidation. 

The other matter was in respect of political 
fees imposed by trade unions on their mem- 
bers. In future members. instead of having 
to contract out of political Jevies. would have 
to contract in. Out of sixty trade unions 
operating at present in Northern Ireland, 
forty have their headquarters in Great 
Britain, and these embraced by far the larcest 
number of workers in Northern Ireland. The 
bill in the ‘British Parliament was designed, 
as the present bill is designed, to prevent a 
repetition of the general strike. 

LABOUR LEADERS” STATEMENTS. 

Mr. Babington went on to quote statements 
made by English Labour leaders following 
the genera] strike of iast year, and said that 
Mr. Clynes, who had recently been in 
Northern Ireland endeavouring to get trades 
unions to oppose the bill, had previously 
declared that it would be unwise to repeat 
what had been done, and that the idea of 
trying to settle anything by such a method 
was a delusion. In view of these statements, 
he contended, the State was justified in 
endeavouring to restrain people from making 
idiots of themselves, po ay preventing trades 
unions and the public from misusing a weapon 
dangerous to both. The bill was designed to 
embody the four’ prineiples of the ‘english 
Act. It declared a general strike illegal ; pro- 


vided. that. no man should be compelled by 


threats to abstain from work against his will; 
that no man shall be compeiled to subscribe 
to the funds of any political party unless he 
so-desires, and finally that any persons enter- 
ing the Civil Service must give undivided 
allegiance to the State. 

The argument might be used in the course 
of the debate that there was no necessity. for 
such legislation in Northern Ireland. Un- 
doubtedly the relations between employer and 
employed were good, but he thought that what 
was illegal in Great Britain should not be 
legal in Northern Ireland. 

A DECLARATION OF WAR. 

Mr. 8. Kyle (Labour) said that trade unions 
throughout the six counties had passed reso- 
lutions protesting against the introduction of 
the bill. The iniquitous measure was a de- 
claration of class war, and there was not 
the slightest necessity for its introduction in 
Northern Ireland, The Act had become law 
in Britain not because of the general strike, 
but because of the growing strength of the 
Labour Party.

The position of transferred civil servants 
who have applied to retire under Article 
X. of the Anglo-Irish Treaty is so un- 
satisfactory that, if the Free State Govérn- 
ment does not at an early date announce 
its intention to deal with the matter. and 
comply with the judgment of the Privy 
Council on the Wigg-Cochrane case, 
further legal proceedings may be 
instituted. 

The Government has been pressed on 
several occasions for a definite reply to 
the request of these transferred officers, but 
so far a satisfactory answer has not been 
received, ; 

The position of thee officers is covered 
by Article X. of the Treaty, which specific- 
ally kept alive portiong§ of the Government 
of Ireland Act, 1920, Schedule 8 of which 
deals with the compknsation allowances 
payable to civil servants, who would be 
taken over by the Free State from the 
British Government. These rights were 
made statutory by Articles 77 and 78 of 
the Free State Constitution. 


THE WIGG-COCGHRANE CASE. 

The Wigg and Cochrane case arose out 
of the circumstances of two ex-civil 
servants who retired on statutory grounds 
in 1922. They contended that their allow- 
ances had not been, measured in strict 
accordance with the provisions in Schedule 
8. The case, in the first instance, was 
tried in the High Court of the Free State, 
and the judge (Mr. Justice Meredith) 
decided in favour of the. plaintiffs, 
declaring that they had a right to go to 
the courts of the Free State to hae their 
dispute adjusted, 

The case was appealed to the Supreme 
Court, which, by a majority judgment, 
decided that civil servants had no right 
to go to the courts at all. 

As the judgment seriously affected all 
transferred civil servants, they supported 
the appeal which Messrs. Wigg and 
Cochrane made to the Judicial Committee 
of the Privy Council. After a lengthy 
hearing that tribunal restored the whole of 
Mr. Justice Meredith’s judgment, and 
declared that any case of dispute would be 
properly heard by the courts of the Free 
State—that the courts were the proper 
authority on matters regarding all 
pensions and service conditions. 

One of the provisions of Schedule 8 was 
that six months’ notice was to be given 
by civil servants who wished to retire, the 
Government having power to defer the re- 
lease of any such civil servants for a 
period not exceeding two years from the 
date of the notice. Considerable numbers 
of them have given notice, and some of 
them have been retained by the Govern- 
ment for four years after giving notice, 
notwithstanding the statutory limitation 
of two years. 


CONTRACTS. 

Believing that they would be released 
within that period many of them entered 
into contracts to purchase or rent houses 
in places where they intended to reside, 
some within the Free State and some out- 
side. Others paid for passages to the 
Colonies and places abroad, and have even 
sent their families before them. All these 
arrangements were entered into because 
they were convinced that they would, in 
accordance with the terms of the Treaty, 
be released within the statutory limit of 
two years. 

No indication can be obtained from the 
Government as to the date on which it 
will release these men and compute their 
compensation, though the matter has been 
raised on at least two occasions in the 
Dail. FE 
So long ago as July 28th Mr. R. 
Anthony asked whether, in view of the fact 
that the judgment of the Privy Council in 
the Wigg and Cochrane case had been de- 
livered several months ago, and that the 
functions of the Civil Service Committee 
were primarly to decide the question of 
allowing or disallowing retirement, the 
Minister would state why the work of the 
Committee could not be at once resumed. 

Mr. McGilligan, replying for the 
Minister for Finance, said that the judg- 
ment raised not merely financial, but con- 
stitutional and legal questions of far- 
reaching importance, and, as he had 
already stated, the matter was under con- 
sideration, and he was not in a position 
to make any further statement. 

A short time before the last Dail dis- 
solved, Major Bryan Cooper again raised 
the question, and Mr. Blythe referred him 
to the reply given to Deputy Anthony. 


“ EXTREME MEASURES.” 

An Irish Times reporter, in a conversa- 
tion with one of the transferred officers 
yesterday evening, was informed that the 
Civil Service Federation was formed to 
safeguard the rights and interests of 
serving officers of all classes who were 
transferred. While, he said, the Asso-

inevitable.

SLAVERY IN OTHER

fair way now to remove what remains of 
slavery, however mild its form, from 
British Protectorates. It has not, of 
course, existed in any British Colony since 
1835, but a protectorate, strictly speak- 
ing, is not British soil, though in Africa 
the line between colony and protectorate 
is extremely thin. Yet, however mild 
any form of slavery may be, it cannot 
be divorced from incidents which British 
Opinion, once it is aware of them, will 
never tolerate. Moreover, the existence 
anywhere of slavery necessarily involves 
or encourages slave-trading, and to abolish 
slave-trading you must abolish slavery.’’ 


THE IRISH “ OPEN.” 


TO BE PLAYED AT NEW- 


CASTLE NEXT YEAR. 

I learn, writes a Belfast Correspondent, 
that the Irish Open Golf Championship 
will be held next year at the links of the 
Royal County Down Club, Newcastle. 

Many Northern golfers were doubtful of 
the wisdom of the Portmarnock Club’s 
action in instituting the competition this 
year. It involves the expenditure of a 
considerable sum, and they believed that, 
while Portmarnock might make a success 
of it, no Ulster club would be in a position 
to undertake the responsibility in 1928. 

The matter was discussed at the annual 
meeting of the Union in Belfast. It was 
announced that the Council of the Royal 
Portrush Club was considering whether it 
would take charge of the championship 
next year, and the Union authorised the 
holding of the championship, and under- 
took to finance it to the extent of £200 
it necessary.

THE DAIL TO-DAY. 


FIANNA ~ FAIL’S ‘TARIFF 
POLICY. 

From Oor Poriticat CORRESPONDENT. 

Dail Eireann re-assembles to-day to 
debate, on second reading, the Creameries 
Estimate, the Dentists Bill, the Expiring 
Laws (Continuance) Bill and the County 
Courts Appeals Bill. There is also on the 
Order Paper a motion in the name of Mr. 
Daniel Morrissey, the deputy-leader of the 
Labour Party, asking the House to declare 
that the measures so far taken by the 
Government to deal with unemployment 
are inadequate, and that an immediate 
extension of the existing reliefs is 
desirable. 

The motion will not come up for dis- 
cussion to-day, and, as the Labour Party 
would be content to have the debate next 
week, the probability is that it will be 
Tuesday. There seems to be no likeli- 
hood that the discussion will begin and 
end in a singe sitting, particularly as 
Fianna Fail is, according to my informa- 
tion, desirous of making it the oppor- 
tunity for a formal enunciation of its 
attitude towards protection.

ARE THEY PRO-BRITISH?

NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

Smiles have generally greeted the 
charge made by the National Americanisa- 
tion Committee of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars that American school history, as 
taught in this country, is pro-British. 

It will be recalled that a day or two 
ago the Committee published a resolution 
branding the text-book on modern history 
by Hayes and Moon, of Columbia Univer- 
sity, as unfit o use in American schools, 
in that “it contains subtle falsehoods 
designed to restore America into senti- 
mental, spiritual and political subjection 
to Great Britain.” 

Writing on the subject this morning’ the 
Herald-Tribune says:—‘‘Gentlemen who 
shudder at the idea of teaching school 
children that the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence was derived from the philosophy 
of John Locke, or who see our liberties 
crumbling beneath the heresy that “the 
American revolution must be regarded as 
a continuation of the English revolution 
of the eighteenth century,’ are unlikely to 
be either comforted or silenced by an argu- 
ment as to the soundness of the doctrine 
to which they object. 

Concluding a leading article that follows 
similar lines, the World writes: —“ Only 
gross, contented ignorance could fail to 
see that the alleged faults in the text- 
books mentioned are merits.

MURDERER'S OWN STORY. 

After the Clerk of the Court had read 
the interminable indictment, the President 
of the Assizes proceeded, according to 
French legal custom, to question the 
prisoner, who gave the following account 
of his motives for the murder, for which 
he proudly accepts, the entire responsi- 
bility. 

Schwarzbard said that he first con- 
ceived the vengeance on Petlura on meet- 
ing a friend just out of hospital, who re- 
lated that he had overheard two of 
Petlura’s officers boasting of their anti- 
Semitic atrocities. Subsequently he read 
a description in the Russian newspapers 
of the massacres alleged to have been 
ordered by the Hetman, and became 
worked up to such a fever heat that he 
determined to make Petlura pay the 
penalty with his life. He tracked him 
down to Paris, and finally, on May 25th, 
found him in the Boulevard Saint Michel 
walking alone. | 

“I followed him,” continued Schwarz- 
bard. ‘‘ He turned round menacingly. I 
shouted: '“ Defend ‘yourself, you black: 
guard.’ I. had my revolver ready and 
fired five shots in quick succession. 1 
took good aim. He fell without a word, 
merely groaning.’’ (Here Schwarzbard 
imitated a groan of agony.) But I did 
not care. I was certain he was dead with 
five bullets in him. I had killed the great 
murderer. I acted absolutely alone.“ 


A FRIEND OF THE JEWS. 

The President of the Court said to the 
prisoner: But they. say that Petlura 
was a friend of the Jews. 
Schwarzbard replied : ‘‘ Aman and, Titus 
were also friends of the Jews. . Petlura 
was as fond of the Jews as they were. Ile 
sent them to Heaven. Petlura ordered 
pogroms and afterwards disapproved of 
them. For three years he washed his 
hands like Pontius Pilate. As soon as he 
had gone the massacres stopped.“ 

At this point it was mentioned that 
Schwarzbard won the Croix de Guerre 
while fighting in the French Foreign 
Legion during the war, and that his post- 
war conduct in Paris, according to the 
police, was beyond reproach.. 

The prisoner was asked to explain how 
he happened to be sentenced to four 
months’ imprisonment in Vienna in 1908. 
He replied: I was condemned, because 
I was an anarchist.” 

He denied having ever served in the 
Red Russian Army. This denial resulted 
in a sharp wordy duel between Maitre 
Torres, the defending counsel, and Maitre 
Cumpinchi, who represents Mme. Petlura, 
the widow.

PARENTS’ EFFORT 
TO.SAVE CHILD. 
. 
MID NIGHT OUTBREAK:

Major R. B. L. Bazley-White, D. S. O,, 
his wife, their four years old son, and the 
child’s elderly nurse, Miss Rosa Weekes, 
perished in a fire that destroyed their 
home, Wateringbury Hall, near Maid- 
stone, early yesterday. pid 

The fire broke out just before midnight 
on Monday in a sitting-room on the fi 
floor of the house, a rambling’ two-store 
building, situated about half-a-mile from 
the village of Wateringbury, on the Maid- 
stone-Tonbridge road. | : 

One of the twé front bedrooms was 
oceupied by the cook, Mrs. Edith Whit- 
field, who saved her life by jumping from 
her ‘window. In the other were the child 
and his nurse, Miss Weekes, aged fifty- 
five. Mrs. Bazley-White was in a bed- 
room at the back of Mrs. Whitfield’s, and 
Major Bazley-White’s room was in the 
extreme left wing of. the house. 


PARENTS DIE TRYING TO SAVE 
CHILD. á 

To get to their child's bedroom both 
Major and Mrs. Bazley-White had to pass 
through the blazing sitting-room, and the 
theory that they lost their lives in an 
attempt to save the boy is supported by 
the fact that all the bodies were found in 
the débris below the boy’s bedroom, the 
floor of which had collapsed. For Major 
and Mrs. Bazley-White a jump. to safety 
would have been easy. The bedroom 
windows were only about fourteen feet 
from the lawns which, with beautiful 
flower gardens, almost surround the house. 

Two maids, Olive Selves and Marjorie 
Florence Sharp, both of West Farleigh, 
occupied a bedroom at the back of. the 
house. but they made their escape un- 
injured through a back door. i 

The fire burnt for over seven hours, and 
at 1 p.m yesterday the building was still 
smouldering. i 


A SCREAM AT MIDNIGHT. 
Mrs. Whitfield, the cook, told a graphie 


story as she lay in bed in her parents’ 


cottage not two hundred yards from the 
smoking ruins. ‘‘I went to bed about 
10.30, she said, and about midnight, 
when I was just falling off to sleep, I 
heard a scream from Mrs. Bazley-White’s 
bedroom. | 

“I jumped out of bed and opened the 
door, which looked on to the sitting-room. 
The room was a mass of flames and dense 
smoke poured through the doorway. A 
second later I heard Mrs. Bazley-White’s 
voice again shouting, ‘Quickly, Edith! 
Run and get the fire brigade.’ 

“1 shut the door and, without even 
putting on a coat, jumped out of the open 
bedroom window to the grass beneath. I 
believe the grass broke the force of my 
fall. In my bare feet I rushed across to 
my parents! cottage. and. roused my 
brother, who dressed hurriedly and drove 
into Maidstone on his motor cycle to call 
the fire brigade. 


FIRE BRIGADE TOO LATE. . 

“I believe. Mrs. Bazley-White must 
have tried to reach her little son, though 
the sitting-room which separated her bed- 
room from that in which her little boy 
was sleeping was one big blaze. This is 
probably how she perished.” 

The fire brigade arrived about 1.15 a. m., 
and it was not until 9.30 a.m. that the 
last body—that of the child—was 
recovered. 

One of the first persons to notice the 
fire from outside was Mr. Lucas, a 
charcoal burner, whose cottage is situated 
on a hill overlooking the hall. He rushed 
to a ‘neighbour, Mr. G. E. Edwards, of 
the Little Hermitage Farm. 

‘“Whet Mr. Lucas roused me,” said 
Mr. Edwards, I dressed hastily and ran 
out to see flames rising from the roof of 
Wateringbury Hall. I ran to the house 
and found a taxi-driver trying to force 
the front door. Together we broke down 
the door and started pulling out the 
furniture. 

“Tt did not occur to us that anybody 
was in the house. There was nobody in 
the grounds. If we had thought anybody 
was in the house, we could easily have put 
up one of the ladders in the grounds and 
climbed into any of the bedrooms. The 
taxi-driver ran to the house of Dr. Severne, 
who "phoned for the Maidstone fire 
brigade.“ 

Dr. A. de M. Severne, who lives about 
four hundred yards from the Hall, was a 
close friend of Major Bazley-White, and 
to him fell the grim task of identifying 
the bodies. 

Mrs. Owen English, of Manor Farm, 
Wateringbury, who was in the crowd of 
villagers that watched the fire, said: 
„Above the noise and crackling. of the 
flames we could hear the barks and howls 
of a dog imprisoned in one of the upper 
rooms. It was pitiable, but nothing could 
be done, and the dog was burned.“ 

Searching the smouldering ruins yester- 
day afternoon the firemen found the 
charred remains of the little terrier, which 
was often seen in the village with Major 
Bazley- W hite. 


SERVANT’S STORY. 


Marjorie Sharp, one of the servants who 


escaped from the house, said: Shortly 
after midnight Miss Selves and myself 
were awakened by a woman’s screams. We 
jumped out of bed, opened the door, and 
saw through the glass of another door 
opposite flames coming our way. We ran 
down the servants’ stairs and out of the 
house. We thought Mrs. Whitfield was 
still in her room, and we shouted to her 
from the lawn. Her father came along, 
however, and said that she was safe. 
We threw stones at the other windows

GOVERNMENT 'S NOTICE TO 
UNION CASTLE LINE.

CAPE TOWN, Tuesday. 

The Government has flung down the gaunt- 
let to the Union Castle Steamship Company 
in connection with the freight war between 
the Conference Lines and their competitors 
in the form of a statement issued for publica- 
tion. This statement alleges that the action 
of the Union Castle Company in notifyin 
shippers of wool and similar produce at South 
African ports that it is prepared to grant a 
freight discount of 15 per cent., providing 
that shippers contract to make all their ship- 
ments by vessels of the Conference Lines, 
not only constitutes a breach of the law, but 
is in open violation with the terms of the 
Government mail contract. 
ment has accordingly notified the Union 
Castle Company that, unless its offer is im- 
mediately withdrawn, it will have to consider 
giving twelve months’ notice to terminate the 
mail contract. 

Further, in order to protect shippers who 

decline to acquiesce in the “coercive de- 
mand of the Union Castle Company, action 
will be taken under Clause VI. of the 
Sn ing Combinations Discouragement Act 
of 811. which would empower the Govern- 
ment to. differentiate in respect of harbour 
charges on produce shipped in vessels be- 
longing to the Conference Lines. 
e exact method of differentiation has 
yet been decided, but it will probably 
take the form “of mais on all produce 
shipped under the 15 per cent. discount 
scheme a surcharge at least equal to the 
amount of the discount allowed on such sh‘})- 
ments by the Conference Lines. Further- 
more, the Government is considering intro- 
ducing legislation to invest it with the neces- 
sary powers to penalise ships as distinct from 
goods.

CRUISER LANDS SEAMEN.

CANBERRA, Tuesday. 

A wireless message has been received by 
the Naval Board from the Captain of the 
Australian cruiser Adelaide to the effect that 
three platoons of seamen were landed on 
Monday night at Diamond Harbour, in the 
Solomon Islands, and that a base camp has 
been established and occupied on the site of 
the recent murders. In addition, early on 
Saturday morning a party consisting of one 
officer, thirteen men and two wireless opera- 
tors, was landed on Malaita Island. The Resi- 
dent Commissioner co-operated with the com- 
mander of the Adelaide in establishing a base, 
from which locally-enrolled troops and the 
police could operate. i 

Mr. Bruce, the Prime Minister, in is#hing 
this wireless message, said that the seamen 
who had been landed would be used for the 
protection of the base camp. Instructions 
had been given that the men were not to take 
part in an active campaign against the 
murderers without special authority, that being 
regarded by the Commonwealth Government as 
a task for the civil authorities. The chief 
objective of the. proposed operations was the 
arrest by the local authorities of the ring- 
leaders in the murders, and as many as 
possible of those who took part in the out- 
rage, in which two British officials, fifteen 
native police, and the crew of a Government 
vessel were murdered. The presence «f the 
Adelaide should have a great moral effect, 
while, at the same time, providing protection 
in an emergency. It was not considered that 
active participation by the Naval forces 
would be necessary. 

Mr. Bruce's anxiety to assure the public 
that no active punitive measures will be 
taken by the Australian forces seems to be 
the result of the attitude taken by Labour 
members in the Commonwealth Parliament 
last week to the despatch of the Adelaide 
to the Solomon Islands. This attitude was

At the bi-monthly meeting of the Belfast 
Harbour Commissioners, held in the Offices, 
Corporation W yesterday, the Chairman 
of the Trust, Mr. R. E. Herdman, D. L., pre- 
siding, 

The Harbour Master gs" J. McIntyre) 
reported that 331 vessels arrived at the port 
during the period from 2nd to 15th inst. 
Of these 311 were coastwise and cross-Channel, 
18 foreign and 2 non-trading 

The total tonnage arrived from Ist January 
to 15th October of the present year was 
Coastwise and cross-Channel, 1,806,570 tons; 
foreign, 547,568; and non-trading, 49,259— 
total, 2,403,397 tons. 

The Chairman pointed out that on the re- 
turns there was an apparent reduction on 
the foreign tonnage as compared with last 
year; but, as a matter of fact, it was not 
“— to make a comparison with last year, 
when there was the heavy importation of 
foreign coal owing to the dispute. Comparing 
the returns with 1925 it would be found that 
this year there was an increase in foreign 
tonnage of 38,918 tons, so that the report 
was really more favourable than it appeared.

cheques drawn during period, 219,418 18s.
